RUSSIAN MOVEMENTS

London, June 20.—The Russians, 
continuing their advance against the 
Austrians threugh Bukowina, have 
crossed the Sereth river southwest of 
Czernowitz and occupied the towns of 
Zadova, Stroginetz and Gliboka. The 
Austrians in this region, their army 
-eut in two, are declared by Petrograd 
to be in disorderly retreat with the 
Russians energetically pursuing them 
toward the Carpathian mountains.

Petrograd 
says an Austrian attack, supported by 
Germans, was repulsed, while Berlin 
asserts that the Teutonic allies were 
victorious and are fighting their way 
forward against the Russians. 

The Russians also claim a defeat of 
the Teutons southeast of Lokatchi, 
south of Kiselin, while Berlin declares 
that between the Kovel-Lutsk rail- 
road and Turia river the Teutons have 
broken down the Russian resistance or 
repulsed their attacks. 

In Galicia, in the region of Buc- 
zacz, Austrians and Germans are still 
desperately resisting the Russian at- 
tempts to press forward toward Lem- 


berg. 

In general the situation on the 
other war fronts is unchanged. 

In the region of Fort Vaux, north- 
east of Verdun, there has been rather 
lively artillery fighting and bombard- 
ments and mining operations have 
taken place along the remainder of 
the French front. 

Attacks and counter asxtacks by the 
Austrians and Italians in the Tren- 
tino region have followed each other, 
but neither of the belligerents has 
been able to makeany marked prog- 
ress. 


RUSSIANS GAIN 
AT ALL POINTS.. 


Petrograd, June 20.—(Via London.)— 
On the northern flank of General Brus- 
siloff’s front the Austrian resistance, 
considerably stiffened by the arrival of 

-a large number of German reinforce- 
ments, has succeeded in checking the 
Russian drive between Lutsk and Ko- 
vel, which, directed against Vladimir- 
Volynski, aims at destroying the Aus- 
trian communications between Kovel 
and Lemberg. But in spite of the vio- 
lent Austro-German counter attacks, 
one of which broke through the Rus- 
sian lines, the latest reports are that 
the Russians have again resumed prog- 
ress in this sector after taking the 
usual toll of prisoners. 

On the southern flank the Austrians 
have been unable to check, even mo- 
mentarily, the Russian advance toward 
Kolomea and toward the final Dniester 
fortification of Halich. 

General Pflanzer, the Austrian com- 
mander, apparently is paying the pen- 
alty for having too long delayed his 
retirement from Czernowitz, and his 
army, now cut in two, is reported to be 
in precipitate flight, one part along 
the Rumanian frontier and the other 
into the Carapathians. 

Turning from Czernowitz, General 
Letchitzky’s forces are pressing their 
flank attack further north and have

The separate Russian movements now 
are showing a strongly centralized ten- 
dency. There are three converging 
lines of advance, the common objective 
of which is Lemberg. The first of 
these lines is approaching Vladimir- 
Volnski, the second Brody, the third 
Halich. The capture of any of these 
towns would place the Galician capital 
in grave danger. The total number of 
prisoners taken by the Russians now is 
estimated at 170,000.

Car of Mrs. M. M. Stokes 
Strikes Prominent Business 
Man--Chauffeur G. G. Ham- 
ilton Is Held at the Police 
Station. 


While crossing the street several 
doors from his residence shortly after 
6 o’clock Tuesday night, WwW. D. Wil- 
liamson, secretary-treasurer of the Mc-

TO MEXICAN BORDER 
GEN FUNSTONURGE 


General Is Advised by 
Washington That the First 
of Reinforcements Will En- 
train in Few Hours, 


ESTIMATED CARRANZA 


About 45,000 of Carranza’s 
Men Are in Striking Dis- 
tance of Pershing’s Col- 
umn — Border Waits for 
Move by Carranza. 


San Antonio, Texas, June 20.—With 
the arrival of national guardsmen 
which General Funston today asked 
the war department to send to the bor- 
der as quickly as possible, it is be- 
lieved here that an American force of 
approximately 70,000 men will be sta- 
tioned along the international boun- 
dary within a week facing the army of 
the de facto Mexican government. 

General Funston did not announce 
today how many troops he had asked 
for nor the stations to which they will 
be sent, but it is known that he ex- 
pects more than a division and it was 
said that not less than 28,000 men will 
be sent. Advices received at army 
headquarters late today indicated that 


{the first of the reinforcements would 


véritratn early tomorrow. As fast as 
they .arrive they will be?séent to the 
stations chosen, and while some will 
be broughsx to San Antonio to be held 
here as a reserve, a large part of the 
guardsmen will be within sight of 
Mexico when they leave their trains. 

Secretary Lansing’s note to Car- 
ranza’s minister of foreign affairs was 
read carefully by General Funston 
and members of his staff. 

40,000 U. S. Troops on Border. 

Already the border army, made up 
of troops of the regular establishment 
and the militiamen of Texas, New 
fexico and Arizona, comprises more 
than 40,000. 

The army already patrolling the in- 
ternational line is prepared to resist 
any aggression the Mexican govern- 
ment forces might make, but it was 
demonstrated some time ago that it 
was not big enough to guard the long 
line from Brownsville to the Pacific 
and army officers never have re- 
garded it as strong enough to under- 
take an invasion in force. General 
Funston’s request for the guardsmen 
‘was for “a number sufficient to give 
adequate protection to the border.” 
Officers at his headquarters also felt 
that with this increased force opéra- 
tions in Mexico on a big scale might 
be undertaken, but in the event of in- 
tervenmtion or any other action mak- 
ing necessary a general forward move- 
ment into Mexico, General Funston ex- 
plained that he would ask immediate- 
ly for the remainder of the 100,000 
guardsmen called to service this week. 

In none of the daily reports that 
reached General Funston was there 
news of border disturbances, but in- 
formation pointing to increasing un- 
rest across the border and continued 
activity by troops of the de facto gov- 
ernment was received. 

Pershing Avoids Clash. 

General Pershing so far has been 
successful in avoiding a clash with the 
troops that are drawn across his rear 
and that cover his flanks, notwith- 
standing that reports indicated he has 
continued to send scouting patrols some 
distance from his line of communica- 
tions and towards the south beyond 
Namiquipa. The Mexican troops so far 
have contented themselves with as- 
suming strategic positions. 

Army officers at Del Rio today were 
inclined to believe that the Mexican 
force yesterday moving towards 
that town, had been halted some dis- 
tance beyond the border and that prob- 
ably the reported intention to attack 
the place had been postponed or aban- 
doned. 

Reports today continued to indicate 
that bandits are operating just south 
of the international line and that new 
incursions may be expected at any 
time. Reports brought here’ by civilians 
and made to army headquarters by 
agents sent into the country south re- 
late that in all quarters there is mani- 
fested a reflection of the belligerent 
attitude assumed by Carranza and his 
cabinet. 

T. R. Beltran, Mexican consul gen- 
eral here, sent today for publication 
throughout Texas, New Mexico and 
Arizona a proclamation calling on all 
Mexicans to “maintain a serene and 
unprejudiced attitude in order not to 
complicate the situation.” 

Some anxiety has been felt on 
account of the large percentage of 
Mexicans in many of the border towns, 
but army officers have little fear that 
residents of such towns as Laredo, 
‘Eagle Pass, El Paso and San Antonio 
would participate in any movement to 
hamper the American military, even in 
the event of war with Mexico.

Difficult to Secure Sufficient 
Cars to Make Trip to Coast. 
City Quiet and No Hostile 
Demonstrations Reported. 


Mexico City, June 20.—Many Ameri- 
cans left Mexico City this morning in 
special cars for Vera Cruz. Calls have 
been sent to Guadalajara, Guanajuato, 
Puebla and other cities requesting 
Americans to come to the capital ta 
take trains for Vera Cruz or to reach 
othegz coast ports directly, if that be 
possible. 

The Mexican foreign office today 
again gave assurances that no obsta- 
cles would be put in the way of Amer- 
icans desiring to leave the country. 
Americans have been treated with cour- 
tesy by the officials having to do with 
the transportation seystem, but the 
shortage of rolling stock is making 
difficult the carrying of those who de- 
sire to leave. 

James Linn Rodgers, United States 
representative to the de facto govern- 
ment in Mexico, met a committee of 
Americans today and outlined arrange- 
ments for obtaining sufficient cars to 
accommodate them, The Pachuca Min- 
ing companies have offered a special 
train of eleven box cars and caboose, 
and if the government officials will 
permit this to run a great majority 
of the American colony will leave for 
Vera Cruz tomorrow. 

The city is absolutely quiet and there 
have been no hostile demonstrations of 
any kind against Americans.

New York, June 20.—A number of 
insurance companies with headquarters 
here have placed special premiums on 
new life insurance policies issued to 


national guardsmen responding to the 
president’s call, it was learned today. 
One company announces a premium 
of $25 for each $1,000, with policies lim- 
ited to $2,000, if the guardsmen go to 
war. Another fixed its premium at $50 
for each $1,000, with the insurance ex- 
iring if the holders cross into Mex- 
co. A third company announced it 
would continue to accept policies up to 
amounts of $5,000, but that advance 
ayments of premiums which will not 
mcrease must be made covering the 
next three years. 

Each of these companies, it was stat- 
ed, would not revoke agreements made 
under existing policies of guardsmen.

, citizens to arm themselves, was received 
in Nacozari and Pilares, twin mining 
camps. In Pilares the miners rounded 
up all Americans and held them un- 
der armed guard for 24 hours. 

In the meantime arms were distrib- 
uted in the plaza to all persons, even 
women, girls and boys who applied for 
them. Similar scenes were enacted in 
Nacozari, though Americans were not 
molested there. Monday under orders 
from General Calles the prisoners in 
Pilares were released. At 5 o’clock 
orders came through the company man- 
agement from Consul Frederick Sim- 


pich that foreigners must leave Mex- 
t once, 

A number of Mexican families ac- 
companied the Americans as far north 
as Agua Prieta, but before crossing the 
line they were forced to leave the train 
by orders of General Calles. Three 
French subjects in Cumpas also are 
preparing to come to the border.

Representative Graham, of Pennsyl- 
vania, defending the district attorney, 
said the subcommittee had opened a 
publicity campaign to which Mr. Mar- 
shall’s statements were but the natural 
.cpiy of an indignant man. The sub- 
committee had erred, he said, in open- 
ing hearings in New York and in try- 
ing to obtain information from mem- 
bers of the grand jury there. Repre- 
sentatives Montague, of Virginia, and 
Sherley also defended Mr. Marshall. 

The vote was non-partisan? 

Buchanan Sought Impeachment. 


The impeachment proceedings were 
Started by Representative Buchanan 
after the district attorney’s investiga- 
tion of the alleged unneutral activities 
of Labor’s National Peace VCouncil, 
which resulted in the indictment of 
Representative Buchanan and others. 
Charges against Mr. Marshall related 
to the veneral conduct of his office, 
and particularly his conduct of the Rae 
Tanzer perjury case. 

Contempt charges were preferred 
after the district attorney had written 
a letter to the investigating subcom- 
mitee, branding its work as “irregular 
and extraordinary,’ and declaring it 
was attempting to protect a member of 
congress by ruining a district attorney. 

Although the subcommittee has 
recommended that the impeachment 
charges be dropped, Representative 
Buchanan has asked for a hearing be- 
fore the full judiciary committee, and 
both he and Mr. Marshall will be per- 
mitted to make statements Friday. 


JAMES W. OSBORNE, 
“OLIVER OSBORNE?” 

New York, June 20.—James W. Os- 
borne, former assistant district attor- 
ney, was jdentified by a witness in 
federal court here today as the illusive 
“Oliver Osborne,’ who has been the 
central figure in the trial of Rae Tan- 
zer on a charge of perjury. The young 
woman is accused of having sworn 
falsely that J. W. Osborne was the 
man who courted her under the name 
of Oliver Osborne when she,sued him 
several months ago for breach of prom- 
ise. 

The witness who identified Mr. Os- 
borne today was Dora Tanzer, sister 
of the defendant, who declared he was 
the man who called frequently at their 
home to visit Rae Tanzer. Mr. Osborne 
previously was a witness for the pros- 
ecution. As in the suit against him, 
he “offered an alibi to prove he could 
not have ‘been with Rae Tanzer on the 
date she charged he had accompanied 
her to a hotel. Other witnesses de- 
clared he ‘bore no resemblance to the 
man known as “Oliver Osborne,” who 
paid court to several young women in 
this city. 

In his opening address as chief coun- 
self for Rae Tanzer, Lewis Stuyvesant 
Chanler, declared he would show to 
the jury “by expert testimony that let- 
ters written to Miss Tanzer by Oliver 
Osborne and those written by James 
W. Osborne must have been written by 
one and the same man.” 

The connection of United States Dis- 
trict Attorney H. Snowden Marshall 
with the defense of Mr. Osborne in 
the, breach of promise case, played a 
part in the hearing by a congressional 
subcommittee here of impeachment 
charges, preferred against the federal 
prosecutor by Representative Buchan- 
an, of Illinois. ‘Mr. Marshall was charged 
with having been prompted by friend- 
ship for Mr. Osborne to have the case 
transferred from the state courts to 
the federal courts. 


RUS WEDGE DRIVEN 
THROUGH AUSTRIANS

correspondent saying the Russians ad- 
vanced thirteen miles in one day south- 
ward from Czernowitz, and that the 
army of General Pflanzer is believed to 
have been split into two or more seg- 
ments. 

It is stated that the Austrians and 
Germans have sent reinforcements to 
the southwestern front from the Ital- 
ian, French and Balkan war zones, as 
well as from the Pinsk and Barano- 
vichi regions. The Germans arrived 
too late at the Lutsk front to nelieve 
the Austrians, having reached this re- 
gion three days after the beginning 
of General Brussilloff’s drive. 

General Kaledines is pressing west- 
ward to the south of Vliadimir-Volyn- 
ski with the intention of cutting his 
opponent’s communications between 
Kovel and Lemberg. His advance, if 
maintained, would enable him to block 
this line at a point between Vladimir- 
Volynski and Sokal. Moreover, the ex- 
tension southward of General Kale- 
dines’ 80-mile front promises a junction 
with the army operating in the direc- 
tion of Lemberg from the region of 
Brody. 


BRITISH AIRSHIPS 
BOMB AERODROME. 


London, June 20.—The official press 
bureau today gave out the following 
communication in regard to military 
operations in Egypt: 

“A large enemy aerodrome near [%l 
Arish (on the Mediterranean 100 miles 
east of the Suez canal), enemy camps 
and troops were bombed by eleven Brit- 
ish aeroplanes on Sunday. A hostile 
pilot was about to ascend and his aero- 
plane was destroyed by a down swoop- 
ing raider. Seventy-six bombs were 
dropped. Five and probably more en- 
emyv aeroplanes were destroved. 

“Three British aeroplanes were lost. 
Two pilots were saved. The third, not 
escaping, burned his machine.” 


PROGRESS CLAIMED 
FOR THE ITALIANS. 


Rome, June 20.—(CVia London.)—The 
following statement was issued today 
by the war office: 

“On June 18 we repulsed small at- 
tacks by the enemy at the head of 
Genoa valley, at Sarca, above Daone, 
on the Chiese and in the direction of 
Monte Giove, in the Bosina valley. 

“Yesterday there was lively fighting 
on Sette Comuni plateau north and 
northwest of Asiago, but the difficul- 
ties of our progress were incneased by 
violent thunderstorms. The enemy at- 
tempted to hold up our advance by 
repeated counter attacks, all of which 
were defeated. Our Alpine troops on 
the right captured some 200 men. 

“On the upper Boite, during the night 
of June 18, the enemy attacked our 
new positions several tinves, but was 
driven off with losses. Our heavy ar- 
tillery bombarded the railway station 
at Tobalch and the Landro road in 
the Rienz valley. 

“In Carnia and on the Isonzo there 
were artilbery engagements.” 


TOWNS TAKEN 
BY RUSSIANS. 


Petrograd, June 20.—(Via London. )— 
The occupation by Russian troops of 
the towns of Zadova Stroginetz and 
Gliboka, on the River Sereth, was an- 
nouned by the war office today. 

The text of the statement follows: 

“The king of England, the first to 
learn of our victories, has telegraphed 
the czar congratulations couched in 
exceptionally warm and cordial terms. 

“Western front: On several sectors 
of the front occupied by the armies 
under General Brussilloff the enemy 
continues to make desperate counter

“The enemy offensive begun in the

Lokatchi, repulsed the enemy and cap- 
tured sixteen officers, 
eight machine guns, 
“In this decisive action the clever 
handling of a Russian rifle battalion, 
which took the enemy by both flank 
and front, is particularly mentioned. 
This battalion, forming part of a crack 
rifle regiment, not only put the enemy 
to flight, but recaptured the three guns 


1,200 men and |, 


whose loss was announced in yester- 
day’s communications. Moreover, the 
battalion took 300 prisoners and three 
machine guns. 

“Further reports of the fighting in the 
region north of Gadomitchi, on the Styr, 
and west of the village of Kolki, show 

‘that we on the 17th captured 96 offi- 
| cers, 3,137 men and 17 machine guns. 
In the region of Okhotnikovo, east of 
Sarny, we captured a German aero- 
plane, with pilot and observer. In the 
region of Gaivoronka and Vienruvitchi- 
ki, north of Buczacz, on the Stripa, the 
‘enemy is offering stubborn ‘resistance. 
i “On our extreme left wing the enemy 
is retreating in disorder. We are pur- 
suing and have occupied the towns of 
'Zadova, Stroginetz and Gliboka, on the 
Sereth line. 

“On the Dvina front we bombarded 
enemy positions. On the night of the 
19th, in the region north of Spiagla and 
east of Lake Vischnevskoie, the enemy 
attempted to approach our trenches, 
but was repulsed by our rifle fire. 

“Caucasus front: In the direction of 
Bagdad, in the region of Serpoul, we 
repulsed infantry and cavalry attacks 
with great losses to the enemy. 

“A supplementary headquarters re- 
port describes an action which followed 
an engagement on the 10th when the 
enemy, driven from organi#ed positions 
near Okna, southeast of Zale Szczyky, 
began a precipitate retreat in the di- 
rection of Zastavna. Our infantry, en- 
couraged by the success obtained, and 
without a moment’s rest, continued the 
pursuit of the Austrians, preventing 
them from securing intermediary posi- 
tions previously prepared. 

“Under these circumstances, one of 
our regiments advanced to Zastavna 
with a battery of horse artillery. The 
commander of this division, perceiving 
parties of enemy infantry passing in 
disorder through Zastavna, while an 
enemy battery also was fleeing by the 
main road, and that this battery would 
inevitably escape, as no cavalry was 
available, decided to send his gun 
teams in pursuit. Sixty mounted men 
led by three officers and the com- 
mander of the battery, Colonel Shirin- 
kine, dashed into the town, and forty 
horsemen were immediately dispatched 
in pursuit of:the enemy infantry, 
while Captain Nassonoff, with other 
men, chased the retreating battery. 

“The first party, having sabered a 
number of the fugitives, captured 150 
men, while the second swooped down 
upon the Austrian battery, whose gun- 
ners, while hastily retreating, defend- 
ed themselves with revolvers and car- 
bines. It was only after the commander 
of the enemy battery was killed and 
the horses and riders of the gun teams 
were wiped out that the battery sur- 
rendered. In this attack Captain Nas- 
sonoff captured two officers, 79 men, 
30 horses, 4 guns in working order and 
an ammunition wagon. The enemy in- 
fantry, observing the loss of the bat- 
tery, opened a rapid fire without suc- 
cess. The losses of the Russian bat- 
eae be this affair were only three 

ed.”’ 


RUSSIANS CHECKED, 
GERMANS CLAIM. 


Berlin, June 20.—(Via London. )—Ger- 
man troops have broken the resistance 
of the Russians at various points north- 
west of Lutsk and are fighting their 
way forward, the war office announced 
today. 

The German successes were won be- 
tween the Kovel-Lutsk railroad and 
rthe Turia river. The resistance of the 
Russians was especially stubborn in 
the region of Kiselin, 25 miles north- 
west of Lutsk. 

There were no important develop- 
ments on the Franco-Belgian front. The 
announcement follows: 

“Western front: The position in gen- 
eral is unchanged. German patrols con- 
ducted successful enterprises near 
Beuvraignes and Nieder-Aspach. Our 
airmen dropped numerous bombs on 
military establishments at Bergen, near 
Dunkirk, and at Souilly, southwest of 
Verdun. 

“Eastern front: Army group of Field 
Marshal von Hindenburg: Attacks bv 
German detachments on the front south 
of Smorgon, in the vicinity of Cary, 
and near Tanoczyn resulted in the cap- 
ture of one officer 143 men, four ma- 
chine guns and four mine throwers. A 
Russian biplane was compelled to land 
west of Kolodont, south of Narocz lake, 
and was destroyed by our artillery. 
Bombs were dropped on railway build- 
ings at Wileika. 

“Army group of Prince Leopold: Our 
airmen renewed their attacks on the 
railway line near Luniniets. 

“Army group of General von Linsin- 


gen: Strong Russian attacks against 
our position on the canal southeast 
of Logischin broke down under our 
curtain of fire with heavy losses for 
the enemy. Continuous efforts directed 
by the enemy against our line of the 
Styr and west of Kolki were unsuccess- 
ful, generally speaking. The fighting 


“was especially severe near Gruziatyn. 


Between the Kovel-Lutsk railroad and 
the Turia river our troops at various 
points broke down the enemy’s resist- 
ance, which was especially stubborn 
near Kiselin. Ovr troops are fighting 
their way forward. Attacks by the en- 
emy south of the Turia were repulsed. 
The Russians did not continue their 
advance in the direction of Gorochow. 

“The position of the forces of Gen- 
eral Bothmer is unchanged.” 


FRENCH REPULSE 
GERMAN ATTACKS. 


Paris, June 20.—Three German at- 
tacks made last night on the French 
positions northwest of Hill No. 321 
were repulsed by the fire of the French 
machine guns, according to an official 
statement issued today by the war of- 
fice. The Germans are heavily bom- 
barding the French positions in the 
neighborhood of Vaux, Chapitre and 
Chattanourt. 

The statement follows: 

“On the right bank of the River 
Meuse German forces delivered three 
attacks last night upon our positions 
northwest of Hill No. 321, but all their 
efforts were broken by the activity 
~ ea machine guns and our curtains 

re. 

‘In the Vosges a surprise attack 
the enemy upon an advanced sap 
the region of Michelbach, south 
Thann, resulted in failure.” 

The war office communication issued 
this evening says: 

“There has been no important event 
worthy of mention on the entire front, 
with the exception of rather lively ar- 
tillery fighting in the region south of 
Fort Vaux.” \ 

Belgian communication: ‘There has 
been artillery fighting and attacks 
with bombs in the region of Steen- 
straete. Calm has prevailed on the 
rest of the front.” 


MINING ACTIVITY 
ON BRITISH FRONT. 


London, June 20.—The British state- 
ment tonight says: 

“The principal features of the last 
twenty-four hours has been mining ac- 
tivity, combined with some bombard- 
ments by both sides. In the Loos sec- 
tor we exploded two mines and the 
enemy one mine. Our mines are be- 
lieved to have ‘been fired with good ef- 
fect against a hostile gallery, where 
work was in progress atthe time. The 
hostile mine destroyed a short length 
of our trenches, but we have occupied 
the crater. 

‘Last night in the same sector our 
troops surprised and bombed a large 
hostile working party, inflicting nu- 
merous casualties. 

“There also has been some artillery 
and trench mortar activity about An- 
gres and Vimy. Otherwise the day 
passed quletly.”

Macon, Ga., June 20.—Macon’s mob- 
ilization camp will be ready to receive 
Georgia’s state troops tomorrow. The 
first battalion of the Second regiment 
of Georgia national guard, composed 
of the four Macon companies, all re- 
cruited above the minimum war 
strength, Will move into the new camp 
early tomorrow. 

Major M. J. Daniel, state quarter- 
master general, is already on the scene 
and will receive bids for the supplies 
for the commissary department in the 
morning. 

Captain J. M. Kimbrough, with the 
17th United States infantry, was elect- 
ed lieutenant colonel of the Second reg- 
iment today, and Senators Hoke Smith 
and T: W. Hardwick and Congressman 
Wise were asked to make a formal re- 
quest of the war department for Cap- 
tain Kimbrough’s transfer. 

There were busy scenes at military 
headquarters throughout the day. Many 
men were enlisting. 

At the camp located on a plateau two 
miles from the city there was also much 
activity.

City employees and 
several gangs of convicts were at work 
grading the camp grounds.

GOVERNOR REPORTS

TROOPS 
AWAIT ORDERS. 


“I have this evening reported to Gov- 
ernor Harris that the military organ- 
ization of Georgia has completed its 
preparatory work,” he said, “and is 
ready to move; that the majority of 
units of the national guard are over 
their minimum strength, and that the 
military establishments of this state 
await further orders from the war de- 
partment. 

“It is a fact of which I am mighty 
proud that in twenty-four hours after 
1 received the order from Washington 
and issued my own in accordanoe there- 
with, we could have started for the 
mobilization camp with every unit of 
our national guard up to the require- 
ments of the federal laws. 

“Of course there are a lot of details 
yet to be seen to, and much work to 
be done, but the point is that if we 
had been ordered to march to the mobi- 
lization camp at ‘the earliest pos- 
sible moment, we could have gone, and 
in accord with all legal requirements, 
within twenty-four hours.” 


NOTABLE 
RECORD. 


General Nash’s achievement will go 
down as a notable southern military 
record. As compared with past per- 
formances of regular army troops, the 
alertness of the Georgia militia—as a 
body and individually—shows up most 
favorably. It is a historical fact that 
necently following the Columbus, N. 
M., raid, when regulars were ordered to 
enter Mexico, ten days were required 
for troops already prepared to get on 
a marching basis. 

Georgia’s military executives mani- 
fested a noteworthy alertness, and a 
genius for preparation. The prompt- 
ness and dispatch with which troops 
over the state were got upon a war 
footing made it possible for Georgia to 
distinguish herself as one.of the very 
few states to heed the call to arms so 
readily. 

“It is something every Georgian and 
I should be proud of,” said Governor 
Harris when he stepped from the train 
yesterday afternoon from a trip into 
the mountains, and heard that the 
troops were approaching readiness. “] 
doubt if there is another state in the 
entire union in which such a prompt 
response was made to the war com- 
mand. I believe our boys have estab- 
lished a record, and one which will be 
to the everlasting glory of them and 
their state.” 

Brigade officers have gone on duty 
at the Macon camp, getting it in read- 
iness for the coming of the troops. 
Brigadier General Walter Harris, of 
Macon, under orders from General 
Nash, assumed charge of the camp. Ma- 
jor M. J. Daniel, of Griffin, quarter- 
master, is also upon the scene. 

Georgia’s troopers are now in acti-"e 
service. The Fifth and other regi- 
ments of the state assembled at their 
respective armories Tuesday morning 
at 8 o’clock serving and drawing pay 
from the government. . 

Besides the work of getting equip- 
ment into readiness for transportation 
the bulk of the labors at the Atlanta 
headquarters Tuesday were devoted to 
commissary details, drills and admin- 
istering the new oath to all soldiers; 
this, added to the actual recruiting 
itself. 

Major W. H, Leahy, commanding the 
third battalion of the Fifth, is en 
route to the city to join his command. 
He was in California at the time the 
call came from Washington.

Carransa Has 100,000 Men. | 


Accurate information as to the exact’ 
number of men Carranza now has un- 
der arms or the number he could count 
on in the event of an international war 
is not in possession of the army and 
it is regarded as doubtful if any one, 
even Carranza,’ knows the exact num- 
ber. Army officers believe it 


150,000. 

The best estimates obtainable indi- 
cate that Carranza’s army now is about 
100,000, but this estimate has taken 
into consideration the-recent recruiting 
of men of all classes, including at some 
places boys and aged men. 

In the northern tier of states the 
Mexican force was estimated at ap- 
proximately 45,000, the greater part 
of which is in Sonora and Chihuahu 
within striking distance of Genera 
Pershing’s column. 

Additional details about the bandit 
attack on the San Ignacio garrison 
were contained’ in General Mann's 
weekly report to General Funston.

BORDER WAITS 
ON CARRANZA. 


El Paso, Texas, June 20.—-The border 
waited tonight with intense interest 
General Carranza’s reception of the 
American note. <A telegram received 
this afternoon at the Mexican consulate 
from the official news bureau in Mex- 
ico City also aroused great interest. 
This message read: 

“General Carranza, 
triotic crowd in Mexico City, declared 
that there would be no war with the 
United States unless the United States 
should send a further punitive expedi- 
tion into Mexico.” 

The address referred to is believed 
to be the one mentioned in Monday 
night’s dispatches, in which General 
Carranza was quoted as saying he did 
not wish war, but would not avoid it 
to the sacrifice of the national dignity. 

In some quarters the telegram was 
interpreted as forecasting the first 
chiefs’ receding from his original posi- 
tion. It was pointed cut that the Unit- 
ed States has no intention of sending 
additional forces into Mexico unless a 
new situation arises. 

Ready for Eventualities. 


Military authorities along the border 
announced themselves tonight in com- 
plete readiness for any eventualities. 
At every point where the threat of the 
de facto soldiers exists preparation 
was made for the protection of Ameri- 
can lives and property. 

In military circles it was agreed that 
the American defense against the 
Slightest Mexican aggression will be a 
swift and sharply executed offensive. 

Indications today from various Mexi- 
can towns along the border were that 
the first dash of American regulars 
over the international boundary, it they 
do go over, prdvably would meet with 
slight resistance. Men, women and 
children in these centers are being or- 
dered southward while merchants have 
been instructed to move their goods to 
interior points. There has been no 
preparation for military defense. 

American military men say that the 
Mexican officers who crossed into El 
Paso when the Scott-Obregon confer- 
ence was on and witnessed the display 
of United States regulars, realize well 
that the poorly equipped and _ badly 
drilled Mexicans would have little 
chance in an engagement with the 
Americans. They predict the Mexicans 
would make a retreating fight of it 
should a clash occur. 


Pershing’s Splendid Position. 


Strategists here point out the splen- 
did military position of General Per- 
shing’s forces at Namiquipa. South- 
east of this point is the Santa Clara 
canyon, which cuts through a spur of 
the Sierra Madres and provides a com- 
paratively short route to Laguna, on 
the Mexican Central railroad. Laguna 
is about 140 miles from Juarez and 
90 miles from Chihuahua. By using 
the Mexico Northwestern to send an- 
other column into Chihuahua City, Gen- 
eral Pershing could speedily control 
both. The Mexican Central and the 
Mexican Northwestern from Juarez to 
Chihuahua and be in a position to dom- 
inate the situation south of Chihuahua 
City. 

A trip through Juarez today showed 
no attempt there at fortification.

‘Curtly Refusing “First Chief's” Demand 


~ For Withdrawal of Troops From Mexico 


Carranza Government Is 
Sharply Rebuked for the 

‘Discourteous Tone and 
Temper of Last Note to the 
United States. 


“WATCHFUL WAITING” 
« NO LONGER THE POLICY 
OF THE UNITED STATES 


Carranza Is Informed That 

the Limit of Forbearance 
Has Been Reached and the 
United States Troops Will 
Stay in Mexico Until Bri- 
gandage Has Been Sup- 
pressed—Carranza Warned 
Grave Consequences Will 
Follow Attack on United 
States Troops. 


Washington, June 20.—The American 
note flatly rejecting General Car- 
ranza’s demand for the withdrawal of 
United States troops from Mexico and 
rebuking the Carranza government for 
the discourteous tone and temper of 
its last communication, was handed 
today to Eliseo Arredondo, the Mexi- 
can ambassador designate. 

Long continued outrages against 
Americans and their property both in 
Mexico and on American soil are re- 
viewed and warning given that the 
troéps will be kept in Mexico until 
such a.time as the de facto govern- 
ment performs the duty which the 
United States has not sought, of pursu- 
ing the bandits.who ought to be ar- 
rested and punished by the Mexican 
government. 

It concludes with the statement 
that if the de facto government con- 
tinues to ignore this obligation and 
carries out its threat to defend its ter- 
ritory by an appeal to arms against 
«che Americar troops the gravest con- 
sequences will follow. 

TEXT OF NOTE 
TO CARRANZA. 

The text of the note follows: 

The secretary of state to the secre- 
tary of foreign relations of the de 
facto government of Mexico. Depart- 
ment of Sate, Washington, June 20, 
1916-—S:r: I have read your communi- 
cation, which was delivered to me on 
May 22, 1916, uncer instructions cf the 
chief executive of the de facto govern- 
ment of Mexico, on the subject of the 
presence of American troops in Mexi- 
can territory, and I would be wanting 
in candor if I did not, before making 
answer to the allegations of fact and 
the conclusions reached by your gov- 
ernment, express the surprise and re- 
gret which have been caused this gov- 
ernment by the ciscourteous tone and 
temper of this last communication of 
the de facto government of Mexico. 

The government of the United States 
has viewed with deep concern and in- 
- creasing dissppointment the progress 
cf the revolz'tion in Mexico. Continu- 
ous bloodsbed and disorders have mark- 
ed its progress. For three years the 
Mexican republic has been torn with 
civil strife: the lives of Americans and 
other aliens have been sacrificed; vast 
properties developed by American capi- 
tal and enterprise have been destroyed 


or rendered non-productive; bandits 
have been permitted to roam at will 
through the territory contiguous to the 
United States and to seize, without 
punishment or without effective at- 
tempt at punishment, the property of 
Americans, while the lives of citizens 
of the United States who ventured to 
remain in Mexican territory or to re- 
turn there to protect their interests 
have been taken, and in some cases 
barbarously taken, and the murderers 
have neither been apprehended nor 
brought to justice. It would be diffi- 
cult to find in the annals of the his- 
tory of Mexico conditions more deplor- 
able than those which have existed 
there during these recent years of civil 


war. 
OUTRAGE AFTER OUTRAGE, 
ATROCITY AFTER ATROCITY. 

It would be tedious to recount in- 
stance after instance, outrage after out- 
rage, atrocity after atrocity to illus- 
trate the true nature and extent of 
the widespread conaitions of lawless- 
ness and violence which have prevail- 
ed. During the past nine months in 
particular the frontier of the United 
States along the lower Rio Grande has 
been thrown into a state of constant 
apprehension and turmoil because of 
frequent and sudden incursions into 
American territory and depredations 
and murders on American soil by Mex- 
ican bandits, who have taken the lives 
and destroyed the property of Ameri- 
ean citizens, sometimes carrying Amer- 
ican citizens across the international 
boundary with the booty seized. Amer- 
ican garrisons have been attacked at 
night, American ranches have been 
raided, property stolen and destroyed, 
and American trains wrecked and plun- 
dered. The attacks on Brownsville, Red 
House ferry, Progreso postoffice and 
Las Peladas, all occurring during Sep- 
tember last, are typical. In these at- 
tacks on American territory, Carran- 
zista adherents and even Carranzista 
soldiers took part in the looting, burn- 
ing and killing. Not only were these 
murders characterized by ruthless bru- 
tality. but uncivilized acts of mutilation 
were perpetrated. 

Representations were made to Gen- 
eral Carranza and he was emphatically 
requested to stop these reprehensible 
acts in a section which he has 16ng 
claimed to be undcr the complete dom- 
ination of his authority. Notwithstand- 
ing these representations and the prom- 
ise of General Nafarete to prevent at- 
tacks along the international boundary, 
in the following month of October a 
passenger train was wrecked by ban- 
dits and several persons killed seven 
miles north of Brownsville, and an at- 
tack was made upon United States 
troops at the same place several days 
later. 


BANDIT LEADERS 
ENJOY IMMUNITY. 


Since these attacks leaders of the 
bandits well known both to Mexican 
civil and military authorities as well 
as to American officers have been en- 
joying with impunity the liberty of the 
towns of northern Mexico. So far has 
the indifference of the de facto gov- 
ernment to those atrocities gone that 
‘some of these leaders, as I am advised, 
have received not only the protection 
of that government, but encourage- 
ment and aid as well. 

*«Depredations upon American persons 
and property within Mexican jurisdic- 


| tion have been still more numerous. 


This government has repeatedly re- 
quested in the strongest terms that 
the de facto government safeguard the 
lives and homes of American citizens 
and furnish the protection, which in- 
ternational obligation imposes, to 
American interests in the northern 
states of Tamaulipas, Nuevo Leon, Coa- 
huila, Chihuahua, and Sonora, and also 
in the states to the south. For exam- 
ple, on January 3 troops were request- 
ed to punish the bands of outlaws 
which looted the Cusi mining property, 
80 miles west of Chihuahua, but no ef- 
fective results came from this request. 
During the following week the bandit 
Villa, with his band of about 200 men, 
was operating without opposition be- 
tween Rubio and Santa Ysabel, a fact 
well known to Carranzista authorities. 
Meanwhile a party of unfortunate 
Americans started by train from Chi- 
huahua to visit the Cusi mines, after 
having received assurances from the 
Carranzista authorities in the state of 
Chihuahua that the country was safe, 
and that a guard on the train was not 
necessary. The Americans held pass- 
ports or safe conducts issued by au- 
thorities of the de facto government. 
On January 10 the train was stopped by 
Villa bandits and eighteen of the Amer- 
ican party were stripped of their cloth- 
ing and shot in cold blood, in what is

NO PUNISHMENT 
FOR THE BUTCHERS. 


General Carranza stated to the agent 
of the department of state that he had 
issued orders for the immediate pursuit, 
capture and punishment of those re- 
sponsible for this atrocious crime, and 
appealed to this government and to the 
American people to consider the diffi- 
culties of according protection along 
the railroad where the massacre 0oOc- 
curred. It is true that Villa, Cas- 
tro and Lopez were publicly declared 
to be outlaws and subject to appre- 
hension and execution, but so far as 
known only a single man personally 
connected with this massacre has been 
brought to justice by Mexican authori- 
ties. Within a month after this barba- 
rous slaughter of inoffensive Americans 
it was notorious that Villa was operat- 
ing within twenty miles of Cusihuiria- 
chic, and publicly stated that his pur- 
pose was to destroy American lives and 
property. Despite repeated and insis- 
tent demands that military protection 
should be furnished to Americans, Vil- 
la openly carried on his operations, con- 
stantly approaching closer and closer 
to the border. He was not intercepted 
nor were his movements impeded by 
troops of the de facto gcevernment, and 
no effectual attempt was made to frus- 
trate his hostile designs against Amer- 
icans. . . Villa’s unhindered activities 
culminated in the unprovoked and cold- 
blooded attack upon American soldiers 
and citizens in the town of Columbus 
on the night of March 9. ; After 
murdering, burning and plundering, 
Villa and his bandits, fleeing south, 
passed within sight of the Carranzista 
military post at Casas Grandes, and no 
effort was made to stop him by the 
officers and garrison of the de facto 
government stationed there. 

In the fact of these depredations 
. . . . the perpetrators - of which 
General Carranza was unable or pos- 
sibly considered it inadvisable to ap- 
prehend and punish, the United States 
had no recourse c&ther than to employ 
force to disperse the bands of Mexican 
outlaws who were’ with increasing 
boldness systematically raiding across 
the international boundary. he ma- 
rauders engaged in the attack on Co- 
lumbus were driven back across the 
border by American cavalry and sub- 
sequently as soon as a sufficient force 
to cope with the band could be col- 
lected were pursued into Mexico in an 
effort to capture or destroy them. 
. . . American forces pursued the 
lawless bands as far as Parral, where 
the pursuit was haited by the hos- 
tility of Mexicans, presumed to be 
loyal to the de facto government, who 
arrayed themselves on the sside of 
outlawry and became in effect the 
protectors of Villa and his band. 
UNITED STATES 
FORCED TO ACT. 

In this manner and for these rea- 
sons have the American forces entered 
Mexican territory. Knowing fully the 
circumstances set forth the de facto 
government cannot be blind to the 
necessity which compelled this govern- 
ment to act and yet it has seen fit to 
recite groundless sentiments of hos- 
tility toward the expedition and to im- 
pute to this government ulterior mo- 
tives for the continued presence of 
American troops on Mexican soil. It 
is charged that these troops crossed 
the frontier without first obtaining 
the consent or permission of the de 
facto government. Obviously, as im- 
mediate action alone could avail, there 
was no opportunity to reach an agree- 
ment (other than that of March 10-13 
now repudiated by General Carranza) 
prior to the entrance of such an expe- 
dition into Mexico if the expedition 
was to be effective. 

Subsequent events and correspond- 
ence have demonstrated to the satis- 
faction of this government that Gen- 
eral Carranza would not have enter- 
ed into any agreement providing for 
an effective — for the capture and 
destruction of the Villa bands. While 
the American troops were moving 
rapidly southward in pursuit of the 
raiders it was the form and nature 
of the agreement that occupied the ak- 
tention of General Carranza rather 
than the practical object which it was 
to attain—the number of limitations 
that could be imposed on the American 
forces to impede their progress rather 
than the obstacles that could be raised 
to prevent the escape of the out- 
ee oe ee 

Shortly after. . the conferences 
between Generals Scott, Funston and 
Obregon began at El Paso, during 
which they signed on May 2 a project 
of a memorandum and referendum re- 
garding the withdrawal of American 
troops. . . The context of your 
note gives the impression that the ob- 
ject of the expedition being admitted- 
ly accomplished, the United States had 
agreed in the memorandum to begin 
the withdrawal of its troops. The 
memorandum shows, however, 
was not alone ¢n account of partial 
dispersion of the bandits that it was 
decided to begin the withdrawal of 
American troops, but equally on ac- 
count of the assurances of the Mexi- 
can government that their forces were 
“at the present time being augmented 
and strengthened to such an extent 
that they will be able to prevent any 
disorder occurring in Mexico that 
would in any way endanger American 
territory,” and that they would “con- 
tinue to diligently pursue, capdture or 
destroy any lawless bands of bandits 
that may still exist or hereafter exist 
in the northern part of Mexico,” and

fused to do so, as General Obregon 
stated, because, among other things 
it imposed improper conditions upon 
the Mexican government. 


CARRANZA FAILED 


TO CHASE BANDITS. 
Notwithstanding the assurances in 
the memorandum, it is well known 
that the forces of the de facto govern- 
ment have not carried on a vigorous 
pursuit of the remaining bandits, and 
that no proper distribution of forces 
to prevent the invasion of American 
territory has been made. [ am reluc- 
tant to be forced to the conclusion 
which might be drawn from these cir- 
cumstances that the de facto govern- 
ment, in spite of the crimes commit- 
ted and the sinister designs of Villa 
and his followers, did not and does not 
now intend or desire that these out- 
laws should be captured, destroyed or 
dispersed by American troops, or at 
the request of this government, by 
Mexican troops. ... A band of Mex- 
icans on the night of May 5 made an 
attack at Glenn Springs, Texas, about 
20 miles north of the border, killing 
American soldiers and civilians, burn- 
ing and sacking property and carry- 
ing off two Americans as prisoners. 
Subsequent to this event, the Mexican 
government, as you state, “gave in- 
structions to General Obregon to no- 
tify. the United States that it 
would not permit the further passage 
of American troops into Mexico on 
this account, and th'at orders had been 
given to all military commanders along 
the frontier not to consent to same.” 
This government . can decisively 
assert that General Obregon never gave 
any such notification to General Scott 
or General Funston, or, so0 fas as 
known, to any other American offi- 
cial. General Obregon did, however, 
inquire as to whether American troops 
had entered Mexico in pursuit of the 
Glenn Springs raiders, and General 
Funston stated that no orders had 
been issued to American troops to 
cross the frontier on account of the 
raid, but this statement was made be- 
fore any such orders had been issued, 
and not afterward. . Moreover, a 
statement was made by the American 
generals that “no more American 
troops would cross into our territory.” 


It was made clear to General Obre- 
gon that if the Mexican government 
did not take immediate steps to pre- 
vent another invasion of the United 
States by these marauders (De La 
Rona and Pedro Vino), who were fre- 
quently seen in the company of Gen- 
eral Nafarrete, the _ constitutionalist 
commander, Mexico would find in Ta- 
maulipan another punitive expedition 
similar to that then in Chihuahua. 

American troops crossed into Mexico 
on May 10... . These troops pene- 
trated 168 miles into Mexico territory 
in pursuit of the Glenn Springs marau- 
ders without encountering a detach- 
ment of Mexican troops or a single 
Mexican soldier. Further discussion of 
this raid, however, is not necessary, 
because the American forces sent in 
seta of the bandits recrossed into 

exas on the morning of May 22. 


HOW UNITED STATES 
HAS AIDED MEXICO. 


You state in effect that the Ameri- 
can government has placed every ob- 
stacle in the way of attaining the 
pacification of Mexico, and that this 
is shown by the volume of diplomatic 
representations in behalf of American 
interests which constantly impede ef- 
forts to reorganize the political, eco- 
nomic and social eonditions of the 
country; —f the decided aid lent at one 
time to Villa by American officers and 
by the department of state; by the aid 
extended by the American Catholic 
clergy to that of Mexico; by the con- 
stant activity of the American press 
in favor of intervention and the inter- 
ests of American business men; by the 
shelter and supply of rebels and con- 
spirators on American territory: by 
the detention of shipments of arms and 
munitions purchased by the Mexican 
government, and by the detention of 
machinery intended for their manufac- 
ture. 

In reply to this sweeping charge I 
can truthfully affirm that the Ameri--: 
can government has given every possi- 
ble encouragement to the de facto gov- 
ernment in the pacification and reha- 
bilitation of Mexico. From the mo- 
ment of its recognition it has had the 
undivided support of thes government. 

. If a denial is needed that this gov- 
ernment has had ulterior and improper 
motives in its diplomatic representa- 
tions or has countenanced the activi- 
ties of American sympathizers and the 
American press opposed to the de facto 
government, I am glad most emphat- 
ically to deny it. It is, however, a mat- 
ter of common knowledge that the 
Mexican press has been more active 
than the press in the United States in 
endeavoring to inflame the two peoples 
against each other and to force the 
two countries into hostilities. With 
the power of censorship of the Mexican 
press so rigorously exercised by the de 
facto government, the responsibility for 
this activity cannot, it would seem, be 
avoided bv that government, and the 
issue of the appeal of General Carranza 
himself in the press of March 12, call- 
ing upon the Mexican people to be pre- 
pared for anv emergency which might 
arise, and intimating that war with the 
United States was imminent evidences 
the attitude of the de facto government 
toward these publications. It should 
not be a matter of surprise that, after 
such manifestations of hostile feeling, 
the United States was doubtful of the 
purpose for which the large amount 
of ammunition was to be used which 
the de facto government appeared eager 
to import from this country.’ 

Moreover, the policy of the de facto 
government in refusing to co-operate 
and in failing to act independently in 
destroying the Villa bandits and in 
otherwise suppressing outlawry in the 
vicinity of the border, so as to remove 
the danger of war materials, while 
passing southward through this zone, 
falling into the hands of the enemies 
of law and order is, in the opinion of 
this government, a sufficient ground, 
even if there were no other, for the 
refusal to allow such materials to cross 
the boundary into the bandit-infested 
Temion. . « 


CARRANZA OFFICERS 
SHOW HOSTILITY. 


Candor compels me to add that the 
unconcealed hostility of the subordi- 
nate military commanders of the de 
facto government toward the American 
troops and the efforts of the de 
facto government to compel their with- 
drawal from Mexican territory ‘by 
threats and show of military fd@rce 
instead of by aiding in the capture 
of the outlaws constitute a menace to 
the safety of the American troops and 
to the peace of the border. As long as 
this menace continues and there is any 
evidence: of an intention on the part 
of the de facto government or its mili- 
tary commanders to use force against 
the American troops instead of co- 
operating with them the government of 
the United States will not permit mu- 
nitions of war or machinery for their 
manufacture to be exported from this 
country to Mexico. 

As to the shelter and supply of reb- 
els and conspirators on American ter- 
ritory, I can state that vigorous ef- 
forts have been and are being made by 
the agents of the United States to ap- 
prehend and bring to justice all persons 
found to be conspiring to violate the 
laws of the United States by Odrganiz- 
ing te oppose with arms the de facto

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THE NOTE TO CARRANZA. 


President Wilson has replied to the in- 
solent note of Mexico’s provisional presi- 
dent, Carranza, dispatched May 24, in such 
positive and emphatic terms as will doubt- 
less satisfy even the most critically in- 
clined, with the exception, perhaps, of those 
red-hot, hot-headed, war-first-and-explain- 
afterwards jingoes who long sought to force 
hostilities between the two countries. 

The president’s note must inspire a keen 
When the 
necessity came and conditions demanded 
it, he has taken a vigorous stand in behalf 
of American rights. 

The American troops were sent into 
Mexico for the accomplishment of a definite 
and specific object. President Wilson has 
informed the vacillating provisional govern- 
ment that these troops shall remain there 
until the work they went to do is accom- 
plished, regardless -of the consequences. 
They went into Mexico not only with Gen- 
eral Carranza’s assent, but with his abso- 
lute promise of assistance in capturing and 
destroying the Villa bandit gang, whose 
murderous border raids are the direct cause 
of the present trouble. Carranza has not 
only broken his faith in withdrawing that 
assent, but has repudiated his pledge by 
inaction and by hostility toward Americans 
in Mexico, both troops and civilians. 

If we are compelled, through Carranza’s 
bad faith, to go into Mexico, clean it up and 
restore the country to peace and good or- 
der, there should be no half-way measure 
about it. Mexico should be closed tightly 
to the outside world forthwith, and no ship- 
ments of arms, munitions or supplies of any 
kind be permitted to enter. 

Furthermore, Mexico should be’ given 
definitely to understand at the outset that, 
having provoked hostilities, she must ex- 
pect to bear the whole burden of expense 
caused by her act. 

If Carranza is wise he will heed the de- 
mand in President Wilson’s note to cease 
interference with the American punitive 
expedition until it has achieved the object 
for which it went into that country. But 
who can expect such wisdom as this to come 
out of long nurtured prejudice and hatred 
which has grown up in Mexico without 
rhyme or reason? 

It is a peculiar and almost inexplicable 
condition under which a man put into 
power through American influence can turn 
against the nation which has proven his 
best friend, because it seeks to punish for 
high crimes his most bitter enemy. 

If this sort of ingratitude must bring us 
into conflict, then the quicker we teach 
these people a salutary lesson, the better it 
will be for them and everybody else con- 
cerned. 


THE PRICE OF MULES. 


It is a peculiar fact that, notwithstanding 
the demand brought about by European war 
conditions, the average price of mules, ac- 
cording to the figures of the national depart- 
ment of agriculture, has shown a substantia 
decrease in the last two years. : 

According to these figures, the average 
farm value of the American mule on Janu- 
ary 1, 1913, was $125. But on January 1, 
1916, this average farm value had fallen, 
according to the department, to $113. Thus, 
in spite of the extraordinary demand for 
mules for service in Europe, the average 
value has fallen $12 a head almost since the 
war began. 

The alleged explanation that even the 
foreign demand has not been sufficient to 
overcome the constantly decreasing domes- 
tic demand, brought about by‘ the use of 
tractors and motor trucks, can scarcely be 
entertained. Such difference as this could 
not have come about in so short a period. 
One explanation that seems to hold some 
water on the~face of it is that the war 
buyers from Europe picked out the cream 
of the stock and left chiefly the scrubs. But: 
in reply to this the inquisitive expert asks 


after three years? 
There seems to be some extraordinary 
mystery about this decrease in the value of 


_——— 


the American mule, as indicated by the de- 
partment’s figures. ‘Possibly it is explain- 


able upon the theory that the average values 
{ were furnished by two entirely different sets 


of estimators. In this event it could be ac- 


_\ counted for largely upon the basis of differ- 
| ences of opinion. 


The department’s figures to the contrary 
notwithstanding, .we shall continue to be- 
lieve that the American mule is worth as 
‘much if not more today than he was two 
Or three years ago when Europe began re- 
lieving us of considerably more than our 
surplus stock. 


BIG TIMES AT L“KEWCOD. 


There will be big times at Lakewood to- 
day, when the Atlanta Chamber of Com- 
merce holds its first annual picnic on the 
permanent Southeastern Fair grounds 
which, under competent direction, are be- 
ing made ready for the first real big fair 
Atlanta has had in many a year. 

There is nothing like a picnic with its 
attendant amusements—and Chamber of 
Commerce humorists have devised many of 
them—for a get-together meeting and that 
profitable, intimate touch and association 
which are impracticable, if not impossible, 
in everyday, busy business life. 

It was a splendid idea of the chamber 
officers to hold a picnic; it was a better one 
to have it at Lakewood. . 

The Chamber of Commerce has struck 
the keynote of stronger association in the 
picnic. It is the sort of event that will 
prove not only most pleasurable, but most 
profitable—the kind of profit the city most 
needs, which is progress. The chamber 
picnic should by all means become an an- 
nual event, and it wouldn’t hurt to have one 
in between times. 


TEChH’S GOOD FORTUNE. 

In the outset, let it be understood we are 

talking about Boston Tech, or, rather, the 
Massachusetts Institute of Technology, and 
not Georgia Tech. 
‘In these days when our struggling south- 
ern institutions are doing their level best to 
keep their heads above water and meet the 
constantly increasing demands that are 
made upon them, it is at least interesting 
to note that some institution now and then, 
way off yonder, comes in for a stroke of 
good fortune that would almost arouse our 
envy were it not for the fact that we feel 
more or less pride in any action that ad- 
vances the cause of education, wherever the 
advance may take place. 

Concerning the good fortune which has 
just come upon Massachusetts Tech, one of 
the most notable institutions of its kind in 
the country, The Springfield Republican 
says: 


In these days when educational in- 
stitutions are finding it difficult to raise 
money, the Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology is abie to roll up its millions 
beyond all expectation. Perhaps the ex- 
Planation is that the institution which 
has just moved from Boston to Cam- 
bridge is- able to come in closer touch 
with rich men because the thing which 
it teaches directly prepares its students 
for.contact with the realm wherein great 
money is made. A _ slice of the great 
profits on war contracts is going its way. 
The alumni dinner of Tech was cheered 
by the fact that eight alumni had con-

_extension and maintenance of the new 
buildings.

What pride and joy and gratification 
Georgia Tech would feel if it had only the 
annual interest on this last gift to Massa- 
chusetts Tech at 5 per cent! 

But Georgia Tech struggles along under 
the meager appropriations afforded it from 
the state treasury, despite which it con- 
tinues to turn out some 90 to 100 well- 
equipped young men each year, whose ex- 
pert services are in demand the country 
over. 

It is more than marvelous what Georgia 
Tech has done and is doing upon the scant 
resources at its command. The splendid 
results it has attained in spite of every 
obstacle stands out as remarkable evidence 
of what it could do, if it only had the oppor- 
tunity and the cash!

DISTRICT AGRICULTURAL SCHOOLS 
HAVE MANY PROBLEMS, SAYS MOON 


Editor Constitution: The eleven district 
agricultural schools, after ten years of ex- 
istence and experiments, have not all of them 
been able to work out the practical purposes 
for which they were intended, or, as someone 
has truly said, they, like Kipling’s ships, 
“have never found themselves.” 

As these institutions have an opportunity 
with the proper management of rendering a 
great service of a distinctive kind to our 
“ural people which cannot be performed by 
amy other part of our educational system, 
it is highly important that the state turn 
to the solution of the problems these schools 
present. 

The management of these schools has not 
been such in every case as to give the best 
results, and they should have a better system 
of control and administration. Each school 
has a board of trustees of one man in each 
county in the district in which, the school 
is located. This board meets for one day each 
year and visits the school. In some cases it 
is a very hard matter to get a majority of 
the board to attend. While all the schools 
get equal appropriations of about fifteen 
thousand dollars each per annum, some of 
these schools have attendance as low as 
thirty or forty, while others have as high 
as two hundred. Some are hopelessly in debt 
and have been given poor business manage- 
ment, while others are out of debt and have 
received good business management. Some 
of them seem to be merely drifting, with 
apparently no realization of what they should 
do for the state; while others seem to have a 
better conception of their mission. - Great 
g00d could be accomplished by a system of 
better unified, more direct and more efficient 
administration. 


Central State Commission. 


The creation of a central state commis- 
sion to co-operate with the district boards in 
the management of these schools and a closer 
connection with the state college of agricul- 
ture would no doubt give more intelligent 
direction to these schools and a better busi- 
ness management of their affairs. This com- 
mission should be constituted with the state 
superintendent of schools, the president of 
the state college of agriculture, the chancel- 
lor of the university, the president of one 
of the state normal schools and two promi- 
nent business men of the state. From such a 
commission would come the best possible 
scientific educational administration and, 
likewise, a more efficient business admin- 
istration of the affairs of these schools. 

All moneys appropriated by the state to 
these schools should be diseursed by this 
commission in accordance with a system the 
two business men of the commission could 
devise. 

To the end that the people of the farms 
could make the greatest use of these schools, 
the courses of study and the terms should 
be SO rearranged that the needs and conven- 
lence of the country people could be met. 

Instead of a nine months’ term, running 
from September till June, and fifteen or six- 
teen weeks of vacation in the summer each 
year, these schools should be run for four 
terms of twelve weeks each per year, with 
one week’s vacation between each term. 
This would keep the schools open all the 
year, a8 an agricultural school should be. 
The courses of study should be so arranged 
that each term of twelve weeks would be a 
unit, and count as one-third of a year of 
high-school work. By these arrangements 
boys and girls by attending four terms a 
year could in three years complete a four 
years’ course; by attending three terms per 
year they could complete the course in 
four years; by attending two terms per 
year, as many sons and daughters 
of the farmers would probaby be 
able to do, the four-year course could 


be completed in six years. Many boys 
and girls could take the winter and summer 
quarter in these schools and be enabled to 
be at home and make a crop in the spring 
and be at home to gather it in the fall. There 
are thousands of boys and girls on the farms 


of our state that have not the money to take 


the full nine months’ course from September 
to June, and whose families cannot afford 
to lose their help from the farms in the 
spring when the crops are planted and culti- 
vated and in the fall when the crops are 
harvested. With the present arrangement 
of the course of study, it is practically use- 
less for a boy or girl to attend one of these 
courses unless he can spend the entire term 
of nine months. As these schools were 
founded to help the country boys and girls, 
they should be so administered ti meet the 
every need and convenience of the ambitious 
sons and daughters of the farmers. 

Not New, But Practical. 

an arrangement of the terms and 
which is not new, but practical 
because it is followed by many schools and 
colleges in this country, would provide the 
opportunity to attend these schools to many 
farmer boys and girls in the state of Georgia 
who are grappling with very adverse edu- 
cational conditions. 

These district agricultural schools should 
come at once to a realization of their op- 
portunity to train boys and girls for country 
teachers in our schools. We have a law pro- 
viding that the elements of agriculture shall 
be taugnt in our country schools, but this 
law is practically nullified because the coun- 
try teachers have not been sufficiently train- 
ed to teach the subject. There are about 
twelve thousand teachers in the state, and 
about three thousand drop out of the profes- 
sion each year. Their places must be taken 
by raw recruits. Who are they, and where 
do they come from? The colleges and normal 
schools of our state send to the teaching 
profession each year less than five hundred 
trained men and women, and practically all 
of them go to the towns and cities, very few 
to the country. The twenty-five hundred new 
teachers of country schools each year, there- 
fore, come from the high schools and gram- 
mar schools, and we are informed that a 
great majority of them come from the gram- 
mar schools. 

Let the 


Such 
courses, 


district agricultural schools in 
the rearrangement of terms or courses of 
study include good courses and instructors 
in rural pedagogy, and try to induce the five 
thousand rural teachers who have not com- 
pleted their course, and are therefore very 
poorly prepared to teach, to come to these 
schools and better train themselves by 
studying there ‘three or six months in the 
year when they are not engaged in teaching 
their country schools. By this method many 
of them can teach the required five or six 
months of his school, and with the small 
salary received from this work pay the small 
expenses of attending these agricultural 
schools and receive six months’ instruction, 
which is equivalent to two-thirds of a year. 
In this way they will be provided the oppor- 
tunity of an education, and the country 
schools will be provided better teachers. 

Along the lines of the above suggestions, 
it is my opinion that there is a great oppor- 
tunity for the thousands of boys and girls 
with limited means and opportunities to re- 
ceive the great blessing of an education now 
practically denied them, and have educa- 
tional services of inestimable value to the 
country people of our state, as well as the 
genuine vitalizing of the eleven agricultural 
schools which need to do something to bring 
them into the full measure of public favor 
they should enjoy.

COMMITTEE COMPLETES ITS PROBE 
INTO THE AFFAIRS OF CITY GARAGE 


Evidence in the probe into the conduct of 
the city garage and the methods employed 
by J. J. Mulholland, manager, was completed 
during an all-afternoon session of the spe- 
cial council investigating meeting yesterday. 
The testimony will be reduced to typewritten 
form and the committee hold another 
meeting next Monday afternoon, following 
the adjourned meeting of council, when their 
decision will be announced. 

It is very probable that the report of the 
committee will be divided. Three members 
of the committee are thought to have a lean- 
ing toward exoneration, and the other two 
seem to lean toward a conviction. It is pos- 
sible that they may get together on the mat- 
ter and reach a final agreement for exonera- 
tion. Very little evidence has been brought 
out in the investigation to prove that the 
conduct of the garage is any other than 
what it should be, according to majority 
members of the committee. 

One committeeman remarked yesterday 
after the completion of the testimony that 
he saw no reason for the stenographer re- 
ducing the evidence to writing, as he “was 
able to remember all he wanted to know 
about it, anyhow.” 

Mulholland on Stand. 

Mulholland took the stand vesterday 
afternoon in his own behalf. His testimony 
was given to counteract the evidence of 
others who have told many and conflicting 
stories during the course of the several hear- 
ings on the matter. 

Man of Experience. 

Evidence was brought out by his attor- 
ney, J. K. Jordan, to prove to the committee 
that he was a competent man for the place, 
and had a great deal of practical and theo- 
retical experience behind him before becom- 
ing a member of the city government. 

W. E. Chambers, city purchasing agent, 
took the stand to tell of the cost of the city 
garage since the employment of Mulholland. 
His testimony, as borne out by his records 
of the bills paid through his department, 
showed that during the year 1915 the aver- 
age upkeep cost to the city for each car was 
about $500. During 1914 the average cost to 
the city for each city car was $660. This 
year the garage was not established. 

His testimony further showed that the 
average upkeep cost to the city during 1915 
was at least 20 per cent less per car than 
the average cost to a private corporation in 
the city using about the same number of 
cars and not having their own garage. Other 
testimony from Chambers brought out the 
fact that a second large corporation in the 
city was not getting as good service from 
their machines as the city. 

Mr. Chambers told of giving the orders 
for repairing the car of Jesse Lee following 
its use by the chief of the fire department. 
He also told of having instructed the garage 
manager, Mulholland, to have his car re- 
paired and charge the cost to the city, as it 
was being used every day in the interest of 
the city’s business. 

Says Had Precedent. 

“Tl repaired Mr. Lee’s car,” said Mulholland 
in his sworn statement, “following the use 
of it by Chief Cody. The precedent for this 
work on my part had already been estab- 
lished when other private cars had been used 
by the chief and repaired at the expense of 
the city, and at the garage. I was told by 
the chief that he had used the car and got 
it into the state of disrepair that it was in 
when it was brought down to me. 

“The trips out of the city have most of 
them been made on Sunday. I have not 
missed but two days from the garage, with 
the exception of the time I was in the hos- 
pital, since I have been employed. The trip 
to Newnan was made in the interest of the 
city. I went to inspect some asphalt tanks 
which the city contemplated buying. During 
all the trips made I used gasoline bought 
by me.” 

J. M. Shearer, city hall custodian, told. of 
having made several trips with Mulholland 


will 


during the past few months, and said that 
in every instance the gasoline for the trip 
was purchased during the time on the road. 
In most instances, he said, the car returned 
to the city with more gas than when it 
started, due to purchases having been maae 
on the way. 

“I was interested in the young fellow 
Chandler, and paid his way to night school, 
so he might become more of an expert in 
the theory of engineering,” said Mulholland. 
“Lately he has become very annoying in his 
work, and I have had to reprove him several 
times for the way he has allowed work in 
the garage to slack u» and the lack of inter- 
est he has shown. His trip out of the city 
the Saturday when he did not get my permts- 
sion, the one day in the week that we are 
rushed the most, was the straw that broke 
the camel's back. If it had not been for 
other things I would have overlooked that 
and kept him. 


“Didn’t Curse Anybody.” 

“I deny absolutely ever 
any of the city officials. Any statement to 
that effect is untrue. I also deny having sent 
men from the garage when members of coun- 
cil came down on a visit. I admit having 
cursed in the garage and having cursed some 
of the men. But things often happen that 
call for extraordinary effort, and slips of that 
kind are excusable, I feel. 

“IT also deny being drunk at the time of 
the accident to my car. I had taken one 
drink from a half-pint bottle carried along 
on the trip by one of the party. The acci- 
dent was caused by the tire exploding while 
running at a good rate of speed. The car 
was damaged slightly. One of the fenders 
was broken and one of the headlights. All 
bills for repairs necessary after this trip 
were paid by me out of my own pocket, and 
I have here the receipted bills to prove this 
statement.” 

Many tabulated sheets showing the record 
kept at the garage on the upkeep cost of the 
different city cars were submitted to the com- 
mittee and filed with the chairman. Several 
witnesses, employees of tire and automobile 
companies in the city, told of the general 
efficiency of Mulholland, and testified of his 
ability as an engineer. It was shown that

of cars and a man who is able to keep this 
number of different engines up with the 
small cost shown was an able engineer.

Then considerable at- 
tention will be paid to the life-saving phase 
art, and the teaching of approved 
methods of resuscitation of drowning per- 
sons. 5 

Of these methods perhaps the most sim- 
ple and reliable one is what is known as the 
Schaefer method. It is generally accepted as 
a fact that many water victims die after 
having been removed from the water, simply 
because their rescuers do not know what to 
Ao. and that a knowledge of the Schaefer 
method of resuscitation, if general, would 
annually save thousands of lives. 

This method requires but one operator at 
a time. and is the simplest method in use. 

When taken from the water the patient is 
nlaced on the ground, face downward, arms 
extended above the head, face a. little to one 
side so as not to prevent the free passage of 
air. The operator stands or kneels astride or 
to one side of the patient and lets his arms

UN MELON SITUATION 


U. S. Government Has Estab- 
lished Field Branch Sta- 


tion at Valdosta. 


Valdosta, Ga., June 20.—(Special.)— 
The federal department of agriculture, 
through the office of markets and 
rural organization, has established in 
this city a field branch station, for 
the dissemination of daily telegraphic 
market news covering cantaloupes and 
watermelons, and later on to cover 
peaches originating in the south Geor- 
gia producing area. 

P. C. Isbell and M, F. Wiggins were 
sent here from Washington and are 
arranging for a very complete service 
to growers, dealers, brokers, railroads 
and buyers, and in fact all persons 
interested in handling and shipping 
car lots of watermelons and canta- 
loupes out of south Georgia. Complete 
information regarding market condi- 
tions in all of the larger cities of the 
country is reported by wire to the 
Valdosta office, and from here distrib- 
uted throughout this section in bul- 
letin form. This information covers 
the daily arrivals, unloads an*@” irs 
held on track, in twenty of the. est 
city markets in the United States. The 
daily price range for the various va- 
rieties, the quality and condition of 
stock offered, will be given in the bul- 
letins. This telegraphic information 
will save shippers time in which to 
reconsign cars ‘from glutted markets, 
or prevent unprofitable diversions, as 
the case may be. 

The United States office of markets 
has established government crews of 
market experts in all large city mar- 
kets, operating something like the 
weather stations in the various sec- 
tions of the country.’ The reports sent 
by them are assembled in Washington 
every morning, and distributed from 
there by wire to the various branch 
stations. The information they con- 
tain will be available from the Val- 
dosta station about noon. Any person 
interested may receive these bulletins 
by mail without cost, by making ap- 
plication to the office of markets here, 
located at the Valdes hotel, or may 
receive the information by telegraph 
or long-distance telephone in the Val- 
dosta or Quitman district, by paying 
wire charges.

Suddenly the crash of a military band 
and the roll of drums broke above the 
rumble of traffic, and the Fifth, ‘At- 
lanta’s own” regiment, swung into 
Peachtree and the thousands on the 
streets burst into applause and cheer- 
ing. 

This was Colonel Orville H. Hall’s in- 
spiring greeting to Atlanta, just nine 
hours after the order for the mobiliza- 
tion of the fifth regiment became effect- 
ive.

Fifth Is Unannounced. 

The parade and drill came unherald- 
ed. Up Edgewood avenue the Fifth 
regiment moved, hundreds strong, and 
marching proudly in the full fighting 
strength. It was the first regiment 
drill since the call to colors Sunday 
night. 

The drug major signalled and the 
regimental band broke into a stirring 
march tune as the Fifth turned into 
Peachtree. Cheers were shouted. Girls 
and women clapped their hands and 
waved handkerchiefs. It was a thrill- 
ing scene. Not since the days of the 
Spanish-American conflict has Peach- 
tree received such a war-like thrill. 

Company after company of khaki- 
clad guardsmen rounded the corner. 
They drilled with the grace and pre- 
cision of the trained trooper. Among 
those who witnessed the spectacle was 
Adjutant General J. Van Holt Nash. 
He smiled with pride as he beheld the 
perfection of the famous Atlanta troop.

He expects it to leave tomor- 
row, but he will remain at his post 
unless a declaration of war or a delib- 
erate act of war by the de facto gov- 


ernment should make ‘it necessary for 


him to leave. 

While the United States awaits Car- 
ranza’s next move, steps to make thc 
border secure are going steadily ahead 
Mobilization of the national guards- 
men is proceeding expeditiously in al! 
states and plans for sending some o‘ 
them southward in response to a re- 
quest from General Funston are unde! 
way. 

Secretary Lansing today described 
the government’s policy as being found- 
ed only on a resolve to protect the bor- 
der. No military step that has been 
taken has another object. General 
Carranza was officially informed of 
this in the latest note. 


HURRY GUARDSMEN, 
URGES FUNSTON. 


To carry out his share in the policy 
General Funston sent a long code dis- 
patch to Secretary Baker today indi- 
cating what portion of the 100,000 
guardsmen ordered under arms he 
needs immediately to stiffen his border 
zuard, The points at which he wishes 
the men mobilized and the proportions 
of infantry, cavalry and artillery he 
desires for each place were included. 

Assignments will be. made from the 
first state units to be mustered into 
the service. Preliminary arrangements 


were discussed today with railroad of- 
ficials looking to the prompt trans- 


portation of guardsmen to the points 
selected by General Funston. 

None of the guardsmen summoned 
under President Wilson’s call were 
ready tonight for marching orders. It 
may be several days before the first 
regiments are mustered in, as the men 
will have to be examined physically, 
additional camp equipment assembled 
and trains to carry them to the border 
arranged for. 


MOBILIZATION 


|BEING RUSHED. 


The entire guard of the District of 
Columbia will be under canvas tomor- 
row at Fort Myer, ready for muster. 
Several states also are expected to com- 
plete their mobilization by tomorrow 
night, and a decision may then _ be 
reached as to which. forces will be 
moved first. There was not sufficient 
information available tonight, however, 
to furnish an estimate as to how much 
time would be required to get the en- 
tire force ready for active service. 

War department officials have been 
highly gratified at reports of crowded 
recruiting stations in several’ states. 


‘They also are pleased that the gov- 


ernors of virtually all states having 


‘important national guard units which 


were not summoned, have sought per- 
mission to forward their entire contin- 
gent. 

No increases in the allotments made 
are contemplated. In this connection it 
was learned that the selections made 
were designed to furnish the elements 
of several provisional brigades, and 
that taken as a whole the regulars 
and guardsmen represent the units of 
several field armies into which they 
might be quickly assembled should war 
with Mexico come. 


IT’S LAST WORD 
TO CARRANZA. 


The note delivered today is viewed 
here as President Wilson's final word 
to Carranza. It makes no overtures 
for further discussion and leaves no 
question to be settled except whether 
the de facto government will suppress 
outlawry against Americans. It ar- 
raigns General Carranza by name for 
having permitted bandits ‘“‘to roam at 
will through territory contiguous to 
the United States,” while he has seen 
fit to recite “groundless sentiments of 
hostility” toward the expedition sent 
after Villa and “to impute to this gov- 
ernment ulterior motives for the con- 
tinued presence of American troops on 
Mexican soil.” 

Secretary Lansing points out in the 
note many evidences of Carranza’'s 
hostile attitude contained in official 
reports and asserts that the steps to- 
ward clearing up the situation in 
northern Mexico promised by General 
Obregon at his conference with Gen- 
eral Scott actually have constituted a 
display of military force directed at 
the American expedition and designed 
to impede its operations. He affirms, 
too, that Carranza has given his sup; 
port to press campaigns of anti- 
American agitation in Mexico and cites 
a published statement by the first 
chief calling upon the Mexican people 
to be ready for any emergency and 
intimating that war with the United 
States was impending. 


ARMS BARRED 
TO CARRANZA. 


The purpose of the United States to 
withhold all arms and ammunition 
shipments from Mexico ‘‘as long as this 
menace continues,” is announced. It 
wag learned today that plans have been 
laid by the navy and treasury depart- 
ments to aid in stopping such ship- 
ments by water, while the military 
patrol of qthe border will close that 
route, 

Another preparatory step taken by 
the navy was the decision of Secretary 
Daniels to ask the senate to add au- 
thorization for approximately 10,000 
additional enlisted men to the pénd- 
ing bill, which, as it passed the house, 
provides for an increase of 11,000 over 
the present strength. Mr. Daniels ex- 
plained that the necessity of putting 
many small ships, usually held in re- 
serve, into commission for service in 
southern waters made it imperative 
that the navy be recruited up prompt- 
ly. It is possible the authorization for 
the increase will be sought in a sepa- 
rate measure to avoid delay. Should 
war come the personnel of the fleet 
must be immediately increased, the 
aviation corps and other auxiliary serv- 
ice must be strengthened and an am- 
ple reserve of trained men must be 
prepared. 

There was much speculation on all 
sides tonight as to the _ president’s 
probable course should Carranza order 
an attack on General Pershing’s men 
in the face of the American govern- 
ment’s warning. It was generally be- 
lieved that the hint contained in Sec- 
retary Lansing’s note that military oc- 
cupation of northern Mexico has been 
considered as an alternative at times 
when the situation beyond the border 
appeared critical, might indicate the 
plan of action should war now be 
forced upon the nation. 


TO KEEP WAR 
FROM BORDER. 


As a preliminary step to such an oc- 
cupation and pending the organization 
of an army of the size such an under- 


taking would require, it was regarded 
as possible that a general advance 
from the border to a line paralleling 
the head of General Pershing’s column 
at Namiquipa might be undertaken. 
With American forces disposed along 
such a line holding important towns 
and strategic points from. the Pacific 
to the gulf coasts there could be no 
fear of serious hostilities at the bor- 
der. Any advancing Mexican force 
would be subject to attack from the 
rear should it move northward of this 
advanced line. ° 

There is no fear here for the safety 
of General Pershing and his men. The 
exact disposition of the troops, even 
the exact number now beyond the bor- 
der, constitute military secrets. There 
is reason to believe, however, that be- 
tween 10,000 and 12,000 regulars are 
posted at the advance camps or along 
the line of communication. Relief ex- 
peditions also are said to have been 
Organized at various points, ready to 
dash forward in flank attacks on any 
large Mexican force which might at- 
tempt to assault General Pershing’s 


Jentrenched camps or cut him off from 


his border base of supplies. One col- 
umn, with strong artillery support, is 
said to be ready to cover Pulpit pasa, 
the military highway through the 
mountains between the states of Chi- 
huahua and Sonora, and through which 
the formidable Sonora garrisons might 
seek to strike at Pershing’s 
tachments. 


AMERICAN LINE 
ACROSS MEXICO. 


It was pointed out that establish- 
ment of a general line across Mexico 
south of Pulpit pass would close that 
route to hostile forces. Another argu- 
ment advanced in support of the plan 
of action was that the various rail- 
roads could be quickly repaired and 
made use of to supply the troops, mak- 
ing is possible to shift the entire scene 
of hostilities on to Mexican soil. 

Some officials believe that with the 
prompt repulse of any attack on Ameri- 
can forces and the maintenance of a 
rigid watch over the supplies that en- 
ter the country, complete occupation 
could be carried out with little fight- 
ing after the lapse of a few weeks. 
While roving bands of outlaws would 
make vigilance essential it was thought 
organized resistance could be quickly 
broken up as the advanced columns 
were reinforced with volunteers and 
moved slowly southward. 

Army officers and high officials 
would not discuss these suggestions. 
They admitted privately their belief 
that war was imminent, since Carranza 
had Siven every indication of a de- 
termination tO foree the issue at any 
cost, but were disposed to refrain from 
making any statements that might 
serve to further inflame the Mexican 
people. | 

For the same reason the proposed 
resolution to put into immediate ef- 
fect the national guard draft provision 
of the new army bill was not presented 
In congress. The section of the bill 
referred to contains the statement that 
the men shall be called under the draft 
for the duration of the war” unless 
soomer discharged. Because of this 
Phraseology and also because adoption 
of the resolution would be only a mat- 
ter of a few minutes when needed 
leaders in congress determined to hold 
it up until events show what is to be 
expected beyond the border. 


LANSING NOT SEEN 
BY CARRANZA AGENT. 


Ambassador Designate A rredondo had 
arranged to see Secretary Lansing, but 
withdrew his request for an appoint- 
ment after receiving the note. He 
made no explanation, either of the ob- 
ject of his projected call or his reason 
for canceling it. It is believed, how- 
ever, that he was anxious to learn the 
attitude of General Carranza after 
reading the American note before hav- 
ing any further formal interchanges 
with American officials. 

War department officials were some- 
what amused tonight at a message 
from the border saying a Carranza 
military commander, posted near the 
line, had sent his son into the United 
States for safety, while he himself pre- 
pared to lead his forces against the 
American army if war is to come. They 
also noted border advices that Mexi- 
can civilians, fleeing to the American 
side in anticipation of war, had been 
halted for service in the Mexican army. 

Secretary Baker, who was at the 
war department until nearly midnight, 
went to the white house and had a 
ten-minute conference with President 
Wilson after the president returned 
from a theater. The secretary would 
not reveal the subject discussed. After 
his return to the department he con- 
ferred with Major General Bliss, as- 
sistant chief of staff, and then an- 
nounced that no additional troop orders 
had been sent or would go out tonight. 

Final decision as to what units of 
the national guard will go to the bor- 
der in response to General Funston’'s 
request rests with the. president and 
Secretary Baker, and their conferene 
renewed reports that entraining orders 
for some of the guardsmen might be 
in preparation.

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Washington, June 20.—A _ building 
program of at least four battle cruisers 
and two dreadnaughts and an in- 
crease of 20,700 men in the navy’s en- 
listed personhel were agreed on at a 
white house conference today as pro- 
visions which the administration will 
ask the senate to include in the pend- 
ing naval bill. As passed by the house 
the measure provides for only five cap- 
ital ships, all battle cruisers, and for 
@ personnel increase of only 11,000 men. 

Secretary Daniels, Chairman Tillman, 
of the senate naval committee, and Sen- 
ator Swanson, another majority com- 
mittee member, went over the build- 
ing and personnel questions carefully 
with President Wilson, and it was said 
afterward that work would be started 
immediately to write into the bill the 
increases agreed on. The senate com- 
mittee appointed Senators Tillman, 
Swanson and Lodge to draft the nec- 
essary amendments. — 

While the administration will insist 
Vigorously on an increase in the build- 
ing program, Secretary Daniels indi- 
cated tonight that he would not con- 
sent to any compromise by which the 
personnel increases would be sgacri- 
ficed. The secretary made public a 
letter he had written to Chairman Till- 
man pointing out the necessity for 
more men to meet the increased respon- 
sibilities of the navy in Mexican and 
other southern waters. 

“Owing to the immediate and-unex- 

cted need for enlisted men to keep 
n commission and to place in commis- 
sion ships which ordinarily are kept 
in reserve with reduced crews and to 
fully man all such ships,’’ wrote the 
secretary, “I recommend that there be 
incorporated in the pending naval ap- 
propriation bill a provision establish- 
ing the enlisted strength of the navy 
as 74,700 men, and authorizing the 
president to increase the number to 
87,000 when in his judgment it may 
become necessary to place the country 
in a complete state of preparedness. 
The increase to 74,700 from the 54,000 
now enlisted is the number recom- 
mended by the general board.” 

The secretary announced that a pro- 
vision authorizing the promotion of a 
number of higher ranking officers 
also would be asked of congress. 


~ SMITH AND HARDWICK 
THRUST AT BLAKSLEE 


Burleson’s Assistant Roughly 
Handled in Debate on the 
Postal Money Bill.

Washington, June 20.—(Special.)— 
Senators Hoke Smith and Hardwick 
both paid -their respects today, in the 
senate debate on the postoffice appro- 
priation bill, to the administration of 
the postoffice department and espe- 
cially to Mr. Blakslee, the fourth as- 
sistant postmaster general. They 
sharply criticised his handling of the 
rural service. A 

Senator Smith referred to him as 
“this fourth-class postmaster,” and 
when a fellow senator whispered a cor- 
rection he amended the characteriza- 
tion to ‘this fourth-class fourth assist- 
ant postmaster general,” adding that 
he had more respect for a good tourth- 
class postmaster. 

Senator Hardwick, who is a member 
of the committee on postoffices and 
post roads, advocated the senate com- 
mittee amendment which would make 
the installation of motor vehicles serv- 
ice on any route depend upon the dec- 
laration of local road authorities that 
the roads to be traveled were in such 
condition as to give reasonable assur- 
ance of uninterrupted service. 

‘No action was taken by the commit- 
tee today on the aspersions Mr. Blakslee 
cast at the committee in regard to 
railway mail pay. The pamphlet copies 
of the original hearing iven Mr. 
Blakslee, in which he charged members 
of the committee had yielded to rail- 
road dictation, have been suppressed by 
the committee. 

Senator Hardwick declared during the 
debate that Blakslhee’s administration 
of the rural service, and especially the 
emer of combining horse-drawn ve- 

icles and motor vehicle routes, was so 
unpopular in Georgia that the issue 
alone would be sufficient to swing the 
state to the republicans if it were at 
all close. Senators Bryan, of Florida, 
and Kern, of Indiana, defended the ad- 
ministration of the rural service.

Solicitor Tate said that in Nall’s 
desk were found four revolvers and a 
pair of brass knucks. Several papers 
were confiscated. ; 

ts Net Suspected. 

The mystery surrounding the death 
of Pleasants was heightened by an an- 
nouncement by Mr. Tate, who has 
charge of the murder investigation 
that at no time had any suspicion been 
held by officials toward Pleasants. It 
was explained that the attorney was a 
republican in politics, and had taken 
no part in the recent democratic pri- 
mary, in which a bitter contest result- 
ed in the late Judge Lawler defeating 
Overton for the democratic nomination 
for probate ore 

The body of the attorney was found 
in his officé this afternoon by his ste- 
nographer, Miss Katie Sanford, when 
she returned from lunch. According to 
Dr. J. F. Burnham, who was summon- 
ed, a bullet had penetrated the left side 
of the dead mah’s head. A pistol with 
one chamber discharged was found 
hanging by its trigger guard from 
Pleasants’ thumb. ‘he fact that the 
bullet entered the left side of the head 
and that Pleasants was generally un- 
derstood to be right-handed, and the 
pistol was hanging to the thumb of his 
right hand, led to reports that he had 
been killed. 

Such a crowd assembled around the 
office that the two companies of na- 
tional guard of Alabama, on duty here 
since Judge Lawler’s body was found 
last Saturday, were placed on guard 
in front of the building, with orders 
to keep back the crowd. 

Acting Solictor Tate suspended the 
investigation into Judge Lawler’s death 
and took charge of a hasty examination 
into the cause of the attorney’s death. 
Shortly afterwards he made the an- 
nouncement that a note had been found 
near Pleasants’ body apparently writ- 
ten by the dead man, and saying he 
killed himself because he had been 
suspected of Judge Lawler’s murder. 
Later Mr. Tate explained that none of 
the officials had held such a suspi- 
cion, and he advanced the theory that 
the attorney must have been mentally 
unbalanced. 

Coroner Poole said it apparently was 
a Plain case of suicide, and he did not 
think an inquest necessary; but Mr. 
Tate declared he would conduct a rigid 
investigation, although “the death 
en some of the earmarks of a sui- 
cide.”’ 

Pleasants was 53 years old and un- | 
married. He is survived by his moth- 
er, Mrs. Mary Pleasants. 


Nalls Claims to Be Innocent. 


Chief Deputy Bates, in announcing 
that Nalls had surrendered, said that 
the elder Nalls had explained that his 
son was innocent, and was willing to 
give himself up, but that he “feared 
the crowd,” and did not want to be 
brought to Huntsville, where there has 
been much excitement over Judge Law- 
ler’s murder. Sheriff Phillips arrested 
the man at the elder Nalls’ home on 
the Whitesburg pike, and left directly 
froin there for Birmingham, without 
bringing the accused man through this 
town. 

The investigation into the Lawler 
murder was expected to be resumed to- 
morrow and to continue for several 
days. It was announced today that 
county officials had discovered cloth- 
ing in a cave near here which had been 
partially burned. James R. Daly, an 
investigator connected with the state 
attorney general’s office, said efforts 
were being made to find out whether 
the clothes had been worn by Overton, 
whom the officers say they are yet un- 
able to find. 

Will King and Edward Conley, ne- 
groes, were arrested today and lodged 
in jail here as witnesses. The arrests 
were made at the request of Mr. Tate, 
who said tonight: , 

“Our case is practically completed.”

Huntsville, Ala., June 20.—Huntsville 
Was roused to a high pitch of excite- 
ment late today with the news that

Mrs. Kuykendall While

Brownwood; Texas, June 20.—Geroni- 
mo Lerma, a Mexican suspected of as- 
saulting with a large knife Mrs. W. U.

AMERICAN KILLED 


BY THE MEXICANS. 


Brownsville, Texas, June 20.—The 
body of William Browne, an American, 
who is believed to have been murdered 
Saturday night in Matamoros, Mexico, 
was buried today on the Mexican side 
of the Rio Grande, ten miles from 
Matamoros. Albert Browne, mayor of 
Brownsville, and brother of the dead 
man, was refused permission by Gen- 
eral Ricaut, the Carranza commander, 
to disinter the body and bring it to 
the American side. General Ricaut 
said the request should have been made 
to Mexico City. 

How Browne met his death has not 
been established. The body was found 
early today floating in the Rio Grande, 
ten miles south of the Mexican town. 


AMERICAN STEAMER 
SUNK BY SUBMARINE? 


Marine Authorities Express Be- 
lief That Seaconnet Was 
Torpedoed. 


a 


London, June 20.—The officers and 
Crew of the American steamer Sea- 
connet, which went ashore on the 
Scroby sands Sunday, following an 
exterior explosion, reported at the 
American consulate today. They re- 
affirmed that the steamer sustained 
her damage as the result of an ex- 
plosion from without, but were unable 
to say whether a mine or a submarine 
was responsible, although marine au- 
thorities at Yarmouth had expressed 
the belief from an examination of por- 
tions of metal found in the hull that 
a torpedo did the damage. 

Captain Butcher, commander of the 
Seaconnet, which was bound from 
Archangel for London with timber, is 
remaining at Yarmouth for an effort 
to salve the steamer. He has little 
hope of saving her. 

The metal recovered from the Sea- 
connet will be brought here and turn- 
ed over to Consul General Skinner to- 
morrow. According to the sailors these 
pieces are heavy and brass-like. 

The Seaconnet was about 60 miles 
east of Parmouth when a terrific ex- 
plosion shook her. Captain Butcher 
headed the steamer shoreward. 

The Seaconnet flew the American 
os and had flags painted on each 
side... 

Consul General Skinner is making a 
complete investigation into the sink- 
ing of the steamer. 


THREE STEAMERS 
REPORTED SUNK. 


London, June 20.—The sinking of 
three steamers and an attack on an- 
other were reported in dispatches to- 
day to Lloyds. The vessels sunk were 
the Italian Poviga, of 3,368 tons, and 
the Beacy and Olga, the last named 
presumed to be French. 

The Italian steamer Apollonia was 
fired on ‘by a submarine in the Mediter- 
ranean, but was not hit. 


AUSTRIA 1S SADDENED 
BY FALL OF CZERNOWITZ 


Vanguard of Fugitives From 
Bukowina Arriving in 
Vienna. 


Vienna, June 19.—(Via Wireless to 
London, June 20.)—Austria takes the 
third evacuation of Czernowitz with 
great sadness, but with absolute quiet 
and with confidence that the loss of 
the capital of Bukowina is only tem- 
porary. Military critics point out that 
in view of the overwhelming Russian 
forces, a continued defense of Czer- 
nowitz would merely have spelled the 
city’s destruction, and unite in prais- 
ing the military authorities for evac- 
uating it. They declare that the Rus- 
sian occupation is a merely local ad- 
vantage of a temporary nature, 

The vanguard of the fugitives from 
Czernowitz has begun to struggle into 
Vienna. They were constantly delayed 
on the trip te allow train loads of Aus- 
trian wounded to pass. The fugitives, 
describing the fierceness of the Rus- 
sian attack and the final scenes in 
Czernowitz, from which all but about 
100 persons had fled, said the Russian 
drum fire was so terrible that nothing 
could live in the advanced trenches. 
Wire entanglements and trenches were 
obliterated. 

The inhabitants of Czernowitz first 

realized that the situation was serious 
when the Austrian staff retired upon 
the city from their advanced posts and 
swarms of country people, with their 
possessions in packs or wagons and 
driving their live stock, came fleeing 
through the city. The soene of awful- 
ness increased at night, when the sky 
was red with the glare from bursting 
shells. 
’ The general exodus from Czernowitz 
by the civilians began at 6 o’clock, June 
11, and continued uninterruptedly all 
day, train loads of the populace de- 
parting as fast as the coaches could 
be filled. The fugitives included the 
faculty and students of Czernowitz uni- 
versity, the latter of whom for six 
weeks had pursued their studies with 
shells punctuating their recitations and 
the noise of aeroplanes drowning the 
lectures. A Jarge majority of the fugi- 
tives have gone only a short distance 
into the Hinterland, there to await the 
anticipated retaking of Czernowitz. 


HERE ARE WAR JOBS 
FOR WORKING MEN 


Captain Cronheim, commander of the 
supply company of the Fifth regiment, 
announced last night that the follow- 
ing jobs are open for filling, and states 
that the pay wil be “extra money,” 
because everything is provided for by 
the government:

These men will be in the supply com- 
pany, which is a newly-organized unit, 
and the work was formerly done by 
the quartermaster and commissary de- 
partment.

Washington, June 20.—The_ senate 
today passed annual diplomatic appro- 
riation bill, carrying approximately 
1,500,000, and containing provision for 
extra allowances to enable diplomats 
in Burope to meet the increased cost 
of tiving. 


Connected With Anti-Amer- 
ican Propaganda. 


El Paso, Texas, June 20.—Frederick 
Griese, a German banker of Mexico 
City, was under detention by agents 
of the department of justice here today 
charged with violation of the United 
States neutrality laws. Griese was 
prevented last night from crossing 
into Mexico. 

Agents of the department of justice 
are maintaining secrecy regarding the 
exact allegations against Griese pend- 
ing investigation. It is said, however, 
that his detention is an outcome of 
various reports regarding the spread- 
ing. of anti-American propaganda in 
Mexico. He spent last night in jail, 
but was released today. . Meantime 
Washington has been notified. é 

E. B. Stone, who is in charge of the 
investigation of Grise’s alleged activi- 
ties, refused to discuss the case or al- 
low the banker to talk tonight, and 


effort was made to prevent an inkling 
of the allegations against him being 
made public. It was said that the in- 
vestigation would be resumed tomor- 
row. 

Max Weber, German consul in Jua- 
irez, at first denied knowledge of Grise 
and his case, but later admitted that 
he had heard of a German banker in 
Mexico City bearing that name. 


Washington, June 20.—Although 
Frederick Grise, the Mexico City bank- 
er, arrested in El Paso, has been under 
surveillance of department of justice 
agents for several weeks, details of the 
investigation have been left to the de- 
partment’s agents on the border and 
are unknown to officials here. It was 
said tonight that a full report was ex- 
pected tomorrow. 
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AMERICAN AVIATORS 


And Fly for the United States 
Army in Event of War 
With Mexico. 


New York, June 20.—American avia- 
tors serving in Europe under the col- 
ors of France have been invited by the 
Aero Club of America to return to their 
native country for service in the event 
of war with Mexico. A cable message 
sent by the club to Lieutenant William 
Thaw, of the Franco-American flying 
corps, who is convalescént of wounds 
in Paris, follows: 

‘Mexican trouble finds United States 
army with only fifteen aviators. Please 
advise whether members Franco-Amer- 
ican corps can come to serve in Mexi- 
can campaign it needed. Aero Club of 
America will pay transportation of six 
aviators.”

being the only patient ill with Hotch- 
kins disease known to medical science 
who has recovered. 

This disease is a disorder of certain 
glands, and when Mr. Groover went to 
the hospital three months ago a new 
treatment was tried, including a serum 
as well as radium treatments. The case 
is being written of in detail for the 
medical journals.
